Forced leave for 1,000 El Al. 


staff; no moves to end strike

BEN-GURION AIRPORT. — More 
than 1,000 El Al employees, in- 
cluding flight crews and techni- 
cians, have been sent on a forced 
vacation starting today, and dis- 
missal notices were being prepared 
for nearly 100 temporary workers, 
following an instruction by the air- 
line's board of governors yesterday 
to reduce overhead expenses to ἃ 

minimum. 

The early morning meeting of 
the company's board was held in 
Jerusalem. It decided not to re- 
sume flight operations under the 
present circumstances and not to 
yield to the strikers’ demands. 

Transport Minister Gad Ya'acobi 
said here, earlier yesterday that the 
series of measures proposed by the 
Board of Directors had the ap- 
proval of members of the Cabinet 
and had'\also been discussed with 
the Prime Minister. 

During!a radio interview later, 
Ya'acobi said: “Et Al has in effect 
ceased opbrations. This will continue 
until conditions guaranteeing the 
long-term operation cf the company 
are ensured.” 

Company managing director Mor- 
dechai: Ben-Ari, however, denied 
that El Al was being shut down. 
He hinted at the possibility of :addi- 
tional dismissals and other savings 
measures, One immediate step was 
ἃ reduction in the working hours 
of the company cafeteria. 

The airline's new spokesman told

Saved by 
a cucumber 


BETHLEHEM. Four hikers 
who lost their way in the Ju- 
dean Desert on Saturday were 
brought in here last night tired 
and hungry, after having eaten 
nothing but one cucumber be- 
tween them for 24 hours.

Transport Minister Gad Ya'acobi 
said the labour contract was’ still 
valid and not yet open to nego- 
tiation, The strikers demands went 
counter to that contract. They also 
went ccunter to the Histadrut and 
Government's wage policies, and to 
the Ben-Shahar income tax reforms. 
The strike was unapproved and il- 
legal. i 

Ya'acobi warned that the present - 
struggle might last a long time, Its 
results would have far-reaching im- 
plications for the nation's economic 
policy, for social trends in this coun- 
try, and for ΕἸ Al's capacity to dis- 
charge its vital role on a firm found- 
aticn in the long run. 

He said he fully endorsed the air- 
line’s refusal to ccuntenance the 
strikers demands and accepted man- 
agement's recommendations on me3- 
sures which would cut strike losses 
as much as possible. He said he was 
troubled at the fact that there were 
worker sectors in the airline which 
failed to show understanding for the 
state of the country's economy and 
for El Als steadily worsening 
financial difficulties. 

Ya’acobi said he had decided to 
avoid a physical clash with the 
strikers even though he knew they 
would try and prevent the back- 
to-work orders being effective. The 
strikers would not be paid for their 
time out, he said. 

Prime Minister Yitzhak Rabin, 
who endorsed Ya'acobi'’s stand, said 
it was vital for all the Ministers to 
demonstrate solidarity on such a 
far-reaching issue. 

However, Health Minister Victor 
Shemtov of Mapam, said the back- 
to-work orders had been issued too 
fast and had proven ineffective. The 
Histadrut was willing as well as 
capable of tackling the strike and 
bringing the strikers back in to line 
by isolating them, Shemtov believed. 

Acccrding to one well-informed 
source, the Transport Ministry will 
not initiate additional measures for 
the next day or two, It will neither 
issue more back-to-work orders, on 
any seale, nor will it. ac the police 
to step in, Imstéad it will Sliow Ue 
Histadrut and the airline a free hand 
for the time being.

Scattered killings i in Beirut 


BEIRUT (Reuter). Explosions 
and gunfire were heard in Beirut 
last night after a day of scattered 
sniper killings and deep differences 
among top politicians marred 
prospects for ending Lebanon's se- 
ven-month-old civil war.

Gory vale of Hinnom becoming 
60-dunam park in Jerusalem

Part of the vaie of Hinnom, 
whose gory biblical history made its 
name synonomous with hell, was 
dedicated yesterday in the presence 
of Premier Yitzhak Rabin as one 
of the loveliest parks in Jerusalem. 

A 60-dunam tract at the southern 
foot of Mount Zion — to be known 
as Wolfson Garden — will be part 
of the national park being developed 
arcund the Old City. The tract covers 
the site of the former village of 
Shaama, almost all of which was 
razed to make way for planting. 

The vale (gai) of Hinnom was 
in biblical times the site of a cult 
worship in which children were 
burnt as sacrifices, The name of 
Gehinnom became in Judaism a 
metaphcrical term for the place of 
torment for the wicked after death. 
In the New Testament, the Greek 
world Gehenna was used. 

Although the village of Shaama, 
which was built in the valley about 
the turd of the century, was one 
of the more picturesque parts of 
Jerusalem, National Park Authority 
cfficials suggested that for the 
people living there it was not far 
removed from Gehinnom. Because of 
the dampness, two-thirds of the 
adult population reportedly suffered 
from rheumatism or scme other af- 
fliction. Some 70 families number- 
ing 600 persons were crowded into 
50 structures, The families, most 
of them from Iran, were relocated 
around the city, usually in small 


groups cr provided compensation. 

According to Yitzhak Jacobi, direc- 
tor of the East Jerusalem Develop- 
ment Corporation, all the families 
were happy to leave the primitive 
conditions cf Shaama. They will have 
@ Synagogue in the German Colony 
to replace the three synagogues in 
Shaama which have been razed or 
closed. 

The park is to have the character 
of a bustan or orchard. New vine- 
yards have been planted along with 
olive and pomegranate trees and a 
variety of other plants and trees 
mentioned in the Bible. A few of 
the original Shaama buildings have 
been retained. One will house a 
cinema and film archive and an- 


other will serve as a heardquarters 
for the Jerusalem Youth Orchestra. 
Funds for the latter building’s res- 
toration have been provided by 
American trumpeter Herb Alpert 
and his family. 

Funds for the new park were 
Provided by the Wolfson Foundation 
of London through the Jerusalem 
Foundation. Sir Isaac and Lady 
Wolfsen, attended yesterday’s cere- 
mony. Sir Isaac, Mayor Teddy Kol- 
lek and Interior Minister Dr. Yosef 
Burg addressed 200 guests who in- 
eluded diplomatic representatives, 
Arab mukhters and church leaders. 
Cost cf the park is estimated at 
IL5m., the bulk of it paid as com- 
pensation to Sheama residents.

U.S.-Soviet detente 


PEKING, — Chinese Foreign Min- 
ister Chiao Kuan-hua attacked and 


U.S. Secretary of State Henry A. Pep! 


Kissinger defended America's de- 
tente with Soviet Russia last night 
at a state banquet. The exchange 
came in the dinner toasts. 

“The historic reality is not that 
detente has developed to a new 
stage, but that the danger of a new 
world war is mounting. Do not believe 
there is any lasting peace,” Chiao 
said, 

“The only way to deal with he- 
gemonism is to wage a tit-for-tat 
struggle against it. To base oneself 
on illusions, to mistake hopes | or 
wishes for reality and act accord- 
ingly, will only abet the ambitions 
of expansionism and lead to grave 
consequences,” the Chinese diplo- 
matic chief said in a toast delivered 
after the shark's fin course. 

It was the first time the Chinese 
in Kissinger’s presence had publicly 
criticized the U.S. detente policy with 
Russia, diplomats said. 

Kissinger, speaking after the fried 
mandarin fish course, announced 
President Ford will be coming to 
China “soon” to strengthen Sino- 
American relations. Turning to U.S. 
detente with Russia, he said: “Each 
country must assume the policy sult- 
able to its own circumstances. The 
U.S. will resist hegemony, 85: w® 
have already stated... but the U.S. 
also will make every effort to avold 
needless confrontations when it can 
do so without threatening the se- 
curity of third countries. 

‘In this policy, we will be guided 
by actions and realities and not 
thetoric,” he stated. 

To underline that detente with 
Moscow does not mean America was 
moving against China, Kissinger 
said: “There is no relationship to 
which the U.S. assigns greater signi- 
ficance than its ties with the Peoples 
Republic of China.” 

The 200 Chinese and Americans 
at the banquet in the dining room 
politely applauded each toast. Chiao 
and Vice Premier Teng Hsiao-Ping 
had their backs to Kissinger during 
the American's toast but clapped 
hands, Kissinger had applauded 
Chiao’s words,

early prospect of a solution to the 
Taiwan issue, which would lead to 
full diplomatic relations. 

Some observers also doubted that 
Kiss xr could achieve anything 
that would set the stage for a mean- 
ingful visit by Ford, expected here 
late next month. 

As usual on his visits here, Kis- 
singer’s itinerary was being kept 
secret to the last minute. He was 
driven straight to αὶ guest villa 
in the heart’ of the capital, passing 
commune fields where young Red 
Guards sweated in the autumn sun 
digging irrigation canals. 

Prior to Kissinger’s arrival in 
Peking — on his eighth visit in four 
years — the Chinese press began 
suiping at detente. But there were 
words of progreas from the Chinese 
also. “On the whele, Sino-U.S. rela- 
tions have moved forward in the 
last few years," Chiao said. A U.S. 
diplomat said Kissinger was pleased 
at Chiao's overall speech. 

True to the way diplomats and 
especially the subtle Chinese do 
things, the welcoming of the Secret- 
ary went smoothly.

LONDON (AP). — More than 2,250 
junior doctors in state-run hospitals 
will launch an emergencies-only 
strike today in a worsening row 
with .Britain’s Labour Govermment 
that threatens the ailing National 
Health Service. 

At least 60 hospitals, two-thirds 
of them in depressed northwest 
England, will be hit by the planned 
work-to-rule. This will mean that 
thousands of outpatients will have 
to join growing queues for treat- 
ment, and non-urgent cases in ‘hos- 
pital will have to wait for skilled 
care. 

The work-to-rule, which militant 
doctors said will spread to other 
parts of the country next week, will 
put further strain on the state-run 
NHS, already damaged by growing 
discontent among medical personnel, 
political squabbles and sh of 
money, trained staff and equipment. 

More than a half million Britons 
are waiting, often as long as three 
years, for treatment of non-emer- 
gency ailments.

MORRISTOWN, New Jersey (Reu- 
ter). — Joseph and Julia Quinlan go 
to court here today to ask that their 
21-year-old adopted daughter Karen

has been in a coma as a result of 
massive brain damage from which 
doctors say she will never recover, 
She is being kept alive by a, mecha- 
nical respirator that supports her 
breathing. 

The Quinlans want the respirator 
disconnected, but the State of New 
Jersey says that would be murder. 

Keren was staying with friends 
last April when she was discovered 
unconscious and struggling for 
breath the morning after a party. 
She was rushed to hospital and has 
remained in a coma ever since,

ISRAELIS have been advised to 
“temper their appetites'’ when it 
comes to aid requests from the, 
U.S. This advice seems 
superfluous — for 4 number of 
reasons. 

Israel's requests are pre- 
determined according to a 
number of set rules. As far as 
military aid is concerned, the 
Arab States have invested 
$14,500m. in arms since the Oc- 
tober war. And the Jewish State 
needs to match Arab military 
Power in a ratio of one to three. 

The NATO Governments decid- 
ed to place immense funds in 
Arab hands; and it does not 
matter for our p if the 
process is politely called Western 
aid, or impolitely Arab extortion. 
For these donations do not con- 
cern Israel. 

But if part of the petro-dollars is 
spent on engines of destruction, it 
18 reasonable that Israelis should 
seek resources to maintain: the 
one-to-three balance. which is 
necessary for their survival. 

It is also understandable that 
τὰς Israeli authorities beats be 

gent over getting the arms 
they need (including Pershings, if 
the enemy has Scuds). The cost of 
any shortfall is reckoned not in 
Money terms, but in human 
casualties.

‘Sticking to essentials’ 


So the rule about civilian ald is 
thig. Israel does its best to 
minimise imports and maximize 
exports. It goes all out to secure 
foreign capital, from world 
Jewry, investors and elsewhere. 
It finances the remaining trade 
deficit out of its foreign currency 
reserves. The aid comes to pre- 
vent those reserves from draining 
right out. 

The advice to ‘'temper 
appetites” seems accordingly off 
the mark. Israel cannot under ex- 
isting circumstances ask for 1658. 
if the economy were more efficient 
and if consumption were reduced 
further, the aid demand would be 
smaller (not much smaller, but 
every cent counts). 

Improvements of that sort are 
needed, However, they can only 
be done gradually; they are part 
of the long haul. Living standards 
have been reduced by five per 
cent this year, the statisticians 
say, and more sacrifices lie 
ahead. They will be imposed 
through freezing the sociai ser- 
vices, and applying new doses of 
taxation each and every year. 

Contrary to popular belief, 
Israelia are not extravagant in 
their material expectations. It is 
unfortunate that there are in- 
dividual groups who give a 
different impression. A small 
minority of the labour force 
secure salaries which must be 
considered excessive, not in ab- 
solute terms, but relative to 
Israel's present economic situa- 

jon. 


The majority of the labour force 
amake do with little — and that in- 
cludes civil servants, engineers 
and journalists, as well as per- 
sona fn more proletarian oc- 
cupations. The proof Hes in the 
reaction of immigrants from the 
West, who consider the living 
standards that they are offered

Detroit turning point: Gas-guzzlers 
give way to smaller car models 


NEW YORK (Reuter). — Substitute 
ecomomy, utility and value-for- 
money for power, sex-appeal, 
prestige and luxury and maybe, just 
Maybe, Americans will buy cars 
with the “made in Detroit'' label. 
again. 

That may be an exaggeration of 
what executives of the big car 
producers were thinking when they 
planned for the 1976 model year, but 
their problems snowballed during 
1976. Sales continued to slide as the 
economic depression deepened and 
to make matters worse, car buyers 
were turning in increasing numbers 
to smaller and therefore mainly im- 
ported models. 

Economic difficulties were 


«beyond their contro}, but the big 


three car companies — General 
Motors, Ford and Chrysler — had 
one option: to produce smaller cars. 
And fast. 

Now Ford, General Motors and 


Chrysler are displaying their latest 
‘models and the new cars could 


represent a turning point for the in- 
dustry. 7 

There are still plenty of monster 
gas-guzziers in the ranges but they 
are kept in the background with 
barely noticeable changes in style to 
separate them from earlier models. 


THE FANFARES are reserved en- 
tirely for small cars, with the 
manufacturers lauding their 
cheapness, fuel economy and 
simplicity. In the past the car 
‘makers in Detroit flirted with 
smaller cars, but they mostly 
registered miserable sales, or failed 
to provide enough profit to justify 
continued production. 

But the industry is certainly 


serious now about moving into the -- 


small car market because if it does 
not, it risks losing more ground to 
European and Japanese car makers. 

Inflation, soaring fuel costs and an 
ailing economy have transformed 
the buying habits of American con- 
gumers and sent shock waves 
through the economy. Probably 


hardest hit was tle auto industry and 
sales have plummeted. In the 1975 
model year which ended on 
September 30, sales were about $8.1 
million compared with the previous 
year's $9.5 million, and the record 
$11.8 million in 1973. : 

Foreign car importers have in- 
creased their market share 
dramatically — up to 23.5 per cent so 
far this year from just over 15 per 
cent last year. 

It became clear to the domestic in- 
dustry that it would have to alter its 


ranges drastically and offer what ἡ 


buyers wanted — cheap, economical 
and functional cars. 

So Detroit poured money into pro- 
jects to produce smaller cars, and 
the race was or τὸ build the car the 
public wanted. 

Currently there is a clear winner, 
General Motors. The world’s largest 
car maker has unveiled the 
Chevrolet Chevette, described by the 
company as the first European-type 
car built entirely in the United 

ates. 


‘SOVIET BANKS NOW MAJOR 
FORCE IN MONEY MARKET 


VIENNA. — 
A PRESTIGE tnternational banking 
centre,is being built near the centre 
of Moscow to house the three major 
Soviet bloc banks dealing with 
foreign trade, whose dealings in the 
world money market are becoming 
increasingly important and influen- 
tial. 


- The four-storey office buildings 
will stretch more than three- 
quarters-of-a-mile along Novo- 
Kirovsky Prospekt, a new arterial 
road one-and-a-half miles in length 
mear the centre of the Russian 
capital. Other facilities will include a 
computer centre, a conference hali 
seating 700 delegates, and ἃ printing 
works. 

The centre is to be the head- 
quarters of the Soviet Foreign Trade 
Bank (FTB), which oversees all 
Soviet foreign trade deals and now 
works in over-crowded quarters 
near the Kremlin. The other banks to 
move to the centre are the Inter- 
national Bank for Economic 


Cooperation (IBEC), which deals 


with trade in blocked roubles among 


the COMECON members, and the 
International Investment Bank 
{IIB), another COMECON bank, 
formed three years ago to develop 
COMECON economies and help 
developing countries. 

The FTB and the ITB have been ex- 
tremely active in the Euro-currency 
loan market this year. By the end of 
the year, it is estimated that they 
will have raised more than $1,500 
million, of which two-thirds will go to 
the Soviet Union. 

The flurry of borrowing is 
probably explained by the start of 
COMECON'S Five-Year Plan in 
1976. Much of the capital equipment 
necessary to modernise industry to 
exploit energy resources and other 
Taw materials will come from the 
West and will have to be paid for in 
hard currency. The Euro-currency 
Joans to the Soviet Union bloc ensure 
that finance is available. 

Western bankers are, however, 
beco) increasingly curious about 
Soviet motives in seeking cash loans 
instead of tied credits. Through hard 


bargaining, the Russians are able to 
get Euro-loans at between 2 and 3 
per cent less than the rate charged to 
big international corporations. 

However, tied credits, which area 
central feature of Soviet trade within 
COMECON and the developing coun- 
tries, would be on much more 
favourable terms — perhapg half the 
price. Some Western bankers 
believe that the Russians have 
changed their public attitude to in- 
ternational finance, recognising that 
it gives flexibility, freedom of 
Manoeuvre and power in a way 
which tled credits do not. 

Western wil to lend money 
to the Soviet bloc depends on the pre- 
payment record and the balance of 
payments position. Low terms were 
granted in the hope that this would 
help open up the Soviet bloc to trade 
with the West. With an estimated 
2,000 tons of gold in its vaults, the 
credit-worthiness of the Soviet Union 
is not in doubt. No Soviet bloc coun- 
try has ever defaulted on a loan with 
the West. 


Generous rains bringing relief to India

NEW DELHT. — 
NATURE HAS BEEN more than 


bountiful to India this year. Almost . 


the whole country has received more 
rain from the monsoon than for 
many years in recent times. Even 
though ‘floods have wrought severe 
damage to crops in some regions, 
this has been more than made up by 
the bumper yields official 
spokesmen confidently predict from 
the main surplus states. 

After years of gnawing anxiety 
caused by shortages of grain and the 
need for large-scale imports which 
ate into the country’s slender 
resources of foreign exchange, the 
climate in the domestic grain 
markets has changed significantly. 
The present level of grain prices is 
rauch lower than in the correspon- 
ding period in 1814. ‘The official 
wholesale price index shows a drop 
of more than 11 per cent in cereals 
alone. 

The drop in the price of rice, the 
main summer cereal crop, is nearly 
4 per cent. And the harvest of rice in 
the coming months is expected te top 
50 million metric tons, an all-time 
record for one season. In Delhi's 
_wholesale grain markets, for exam- 
ple, wheat, barley and maize are 
selling at half the prices prevailing 
12 months ago. 

Along with this reverse trend in 
grain prices, the general price level 
has also started showing a 
downward curve. This trend should 
be accentuated in the coming weeks 
as the national larder fills. 

The latest official estimates of this 
crop are a record 70 million tons, and 


the combined harvest of the kharif 


(wet season) and the next rabi (dry 
season) crops is expected to be well 
above the cautious official calcula- 
tion of 108 million tons announced a 
few weeks ago. Now, as the benefi- 
cent monsoon tapers off, a figure 
between 114 million and 115 miiHon 
tons appears well within sight. 

Fertiliser offtake, which slumped 
in 1974 partly because of poor raing 
and partly higher prices, is picking 
up. The government is making 
vigorous efforts to make the utmost 
use of the fertiliser industry's install- 
ed capacity to reduce dependence on 
costly imports. 

With this end in view, it has ap- 
proached the World Bank for finan- 
cial support in erecting captive 
power stations to meet the needs of 
the industry. While these stations 
will provide electricity In sufficient 
quantities to the fertiliser factories, 
additional generating capacity is be- 
ing created by setting up superther- 
mal units with generators, each of 
500-megawatt capacity, primarily τὸ 


_ serve the power requirements of 


farmers. The World Bank's 
assistance has 8180 been sought for 
rogramme. . 
gts radical change in the food pic- 
ture should be ἃ powerful shot in the 
arm to industry. Although the in- 
dustrial scene is much brighter than 
it was some months ago, a great deal 


more of organised effort is needed to 
take the existing slack and get 
production into top gear. 

After a Jong period of great strain 
and stress, the Indian economy 
seems to have reached a stage of 
near stability. But it is by no means 
still out of the woods. Inflation must 
be permanently exorcised and not 
merely checked, and this can be 
done only by the increased output of 
essential consumer goods at lower 
prices, full use of installed manufac- 
turing capacity, elimination of 
waste, and a concentrated effort to 
create new export markets, par- 
ticularly for nontraditional products. 

‘The gross national product grew in 
1974-75 at the meagre rate of 2 per 
cent, The target for 1975-76 1s 5 to 8 
per cent. All the energies of the 
government, farmers, industrial 


labour and management are being 
mobilixed to achieve this goal.

Tale of two trios 


TWO PIANO TRIOS performed last 
week in Jerusalem: the ‘'Yuval" 
Trio (Zak-Pianka-Heled) at the 
Jerusalem Khan on Sunday (Oct. 12), 
and the ‘Israel Piano Trio" (Volkov- 
Breuver-Harel) at the Targ Music 
Centre, Kin Karem on Monday (Oct. 
18). These two venues apparently 
draw different types of audiences, 
but comparisons are perhaps un- 
warranted, since different per- 
sonalities and temperaments and not 
environment give ensembles their 
specific character. The length of 
association also plays some part in 
the quality of the performance. 

The Yuval" Trio played it safe 
and offered Brahms’ opus 101 (in C- 
minor); Daniel Shalit's '‘Diver- 
tlmento '72," which the group has 
made a repertoire plece its 
programmes; and the opus ‘99 (in B- 
flat Major) by Schubert. The presen- 
tations were, from a technical point 
of view, without blemish; collabora- 
tien and ic balance, phrasing 
and tempo attitude reflected the 
years of dedicated practice and per- 
formance experience, the musical 
temperaments fit together smoothly.

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UNJUSTIFIED STRIKE 


THE CURRENT STRIKE by ἘΠ Al’s workshop personnel is 
their fifth in two years. Under normal circumstances it would 
be important to know who is right and who is wrong in this 
dispute over wages and grades. But now that the planes are 
grounded, the overriding question which clamours. for an 
answer is whether the issue in debate, whichever way it is 
decided, justifies the entire shutdown of Israel's national 
airline. 5 

wages have been cut. On the contrary, at a 
dees salary freeze was in force for the bulk of the 
nation’s employed labour, El Al's workshop staff were granted 
a new benefit: After three years in a grade they are auto- 
matically granted the pay of the grade above. The reason for 
this largesse is that the chief technicians, or foremen, had 
themselves been up-graded. 

This year the company has gone further and shifted the 
chief technicians from the same grading system as their 
juniors to new “executive” grades. Now, if there are shifts and 
adjustments among the chief technicians, the works committee 
argues, there must be shifts and adjustments all the way 
down the scale. 

The management protests that the change is largely in 
nomenclature, that promotion possibilities for the top techni- 
cians exist as before (even though there will be fewer vacan- 
cies at the top, owing to economy cuts — another point 
resented by the workers). The question remains why any 
change at all bad to be made during the period of the collective 
agreement, when everything is supposed to be frozen. Tt is 
a mistake to give the militants a handle, any kind of handle. 

Were it just a matter of arguing, the men might be able 
to make ont ἃ case for themselves when the collective agree- 
ment, which has a further five and a half months to run, 
is negotiated anew. Their argument might be rebutted. But 
the place for the matter to be thrashed out and settled is 
during negotiations. It is hard to find justification in this issue 
and at this stage for a strike. 

Since the automatic promotion system was introduced last 
year, 374 workshop workers (over half the entire number) 
have been given higher grades. This is itself a gratuitous 
benefit, over and above the provisions of the collective agree- 
ment in force. As to the agreement itself, there is no obligation 
that management has failed to honour — the Histadrut itself 
is witness to that. Nor is there any clause linking workshop 
wages to those of the chief technicians. 

Yet over the minor issue of whether a technician in the 
lowest of the new executive grades gets more than he did at 
the top of the “junior” scale and whether a man one grade 
lower should therefore enjoy a rise — millions of dollars are 
going to waste, important trips are cancelled, El Al employees 
use force to prevent service operations, and the national air- 
line’s good name in the tourist world suffers another blow. 

The company’s difficulties are compounded in this, and in 
other labour disputes, by the fact that it has to contend with 
the demands of no fewer than ten separate works committees, 
each competing and playing leapfrog with the others. Were 
these committees to consolidate into ἃ joint workers council, or 
at the most three committees representing airborne, technical 
and administrative staff, the result would be a greater sense 
of loyalty to the company and responsibility to their fellow- 
workers throughout the nation, without any prejudice to their 
legitimate demands.

Bench can protect itself against 
contempt — but not against thugs

NOT A SINGLE JUDGE in 
Israel is swayed in his judg- 
ment by newspaper comment 
on cases heard or due to be 
heard in ‘his court. 

Supreme Court Justice Haim 
Cohn repeated this assertion 
several times and with em- 
phasis, as the key lecturer in 
a symposium held in the 
Knesset yesterday on parlia- 
mentary hani issues 
which are Sub fudice in the 
courts or in state commissions 
of inquiry. The 
was 


Noting that he personally 
never read newspapers, Jus- 
tice Cohn said that since 
judges were not influenced by 
what the media had to say 
about court cases, they were 
not likely to be influenced 
either by what was said in 
the Knesset on such matters. 


He insisted that Knesset 
Members must not be circum- 
scribed in their debates, and 
mmust feel free to handle all 
topics of political and public 
interest. The proviso should 
be that parliament mot‘ con- 
stitute itself into a court of 


sense; 
ments which constitute pre- 
determination of innocence, 
credibility or guilt. 

Justice Cohn said that the 
law granting immunity to 
Knésset Members, to express 
themselves in the course of 
their parliamentary work, and 
for the purpose of that work, 
takes priority over the laws. 
concerning contempt of court 
and libel. 


However, he cautioned, MKs 
must at all times know to re- 
main within the proper bounds 
of their parliamentary func- 
tion. 

A typical issue nowadays 
which finds its way to the 
courts, arousing intense pub- 
lic and parliamentary interest, 
is labour disputes, ‘he said. 
The Knesset should feel free 
to debate such ‘burning issues, 
as long as it avoided those 
details of the course of the 
dispute which related to the 
innocence or guilt of indivi- 
duals iinvolved.. The pheno- 
menon of the ‘dispute and its 
implications ἴθ the political, 
economic, public and moral 
sphere were the proper occu- 
pation of the Knesset, he be- 
lieved. ᾿ 

The purpose of contempt- 
of-court legislation was not to 
uphold the dignity and inte- 
grity of the court, he said, It 
was solely to protect the 
rights of the parties to the 
case, and the witnesses. The 
courts need not trouble them- 
selves with protecting their 
own dignity and privileges, he 
Putt from contempt or-comt 
apart τὰ con “Co 
legislation, to provide sanc- 
tions for offence to judges. 


However, Justice Cohn said 
with considerable heat, the 
Knesset would do well to realise

He spent five 
years there and became deeply mov- 
ed by the works of Soutine and 
Rouault, finding in the emotional fer- 
vour of the Jewish painter and of the 
Catholic mystic much to nourish his 
own expanding talent. 

Gradually recognition came to 
him: Galerie Alice Manteau gave 
him two solo exhibitions and he ex- 
hibited in group shows such as the 
Salon d’Automne. He returned to 
Palestine — going to Jerusalem — in 
1983 and less than a year later the 
Bezalel Museum gave him ἃ one-man 
exhibition, followed by one at the 
Stelmatzky Gallery.
